St. Louis, Mo., April 17.—Clasping 
an old Bible which he had kept by his 
side during his long illness, Bishop 
Daniel S. Tuttle, senior prelate oi 
the Protestant Episcopal church in 
the United States, who has presided 
over the Missouri diocese of the Epis- 
copal church since 1866 died at his 
home here Tuesday afternoon.
